ORGANIZATION AND OPENING SERVICES. 

Wednesday, September 2, 1868. 

8:30 A. M. — The Conference was called to order by the President, Bishop Janes, 
Pursuant to appointment of the last Conference, Rev. J. H. Power, D. D., proceeded 
to conduct the opening services. The 206th hymn was sung, commencing : 

“ Let Zion’s Watchmen all awake.” 

1 Dr. Power led in prayer. He then read the Scripture lessons from Isaiah XXXV. 

I and 1 Corinthians, II. Four verses of the 1st hymn were sung, commencing : 

“ O for a thousand tongues to sing.” 

1 The Dr. then preached an appropriate and able sermon from Acts XXVI: 16-18. 

! Bishop Janes, at the close of the sermon, administered the Sacrament of the 

I Lord’s Supper, assisted by Brothers Dennis, Harris, Holland, J. H. Power, Briggs 
I and A. Robinson. 

I E. H. Waring then called the Roll of the Conference, and sixty members an-

The hours of meeting and adjournment were fixed at 8:30 A. M. and 12 M.

ITEMS FROM THE JOURNAL. 

Wednesday, September 2, 1868. 

R. S. Rust, D. D,, Corresponding Secretary of the Freedman’s Aid Society of the 
M. E. Church; Rev. M. Himebaugh, Agent of the Bethel Cause in the North-West; 
Rev. 0. P. Light, transferred from Minnesota Conference; Rev’ds John Moorhead 
and R. H. Collins, of Missouri Conference; Rev. H. Ritchie, of Central Hlinois 
Conference, and Rev. R. Norton, of Upper Iowa Conference, were introduced to the 
Conferehce. 

Circulars, etc., from the Sunday School Union, Tract, Freedmen’s Aid and 
Church-Extension Societies of the M. E. Church, the Central Centenary Committee 
and the Garrett Biblical Institute, were presented by the Bishop and referred. 

J. H. Power offered the following resolution: 
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Resolved, That the Committee on the State of the Country be, and they are hereby 
instructed, to inquire into the expediency of requesting the Upper Iowa and Des 
Moines Conferences to co-operate with the Iowa Conference in securing such an 
alteration of the laws of Iowa, as will remedy the evil now existing of requiring 
sixty days residence in a county before citizens can vote, and report to the Confer- 
ence. Adopted. 

The fifth question was asked. (See Disciplinary Questions.) 

(For Missionary Collections, in all cases, see Statistics, Table, No. II.) 

The eleventh question was taken up. Keokuk District was called. The death of 
Rev. M. H. Hare, late P. E. of Mt. Pleasant District, was announced. (See Me- 
moir.) The effective Elders of Keokuk District were passed. \ 

Burlington District was called. E. L. Briggs, P. E., represented the District as 
prosperous. He, with the other effective Elders of the District, was passed. 

Muscatine District was called. J. H. Power, P. E., represented the District. In 
his four years term he had preached 640 sermons, and made over 300 exhortations. 
He closed his labors there in peace. The effective Elders of the District were 
passed. 

Mt. Pleasant District was called. A. Robinson, P. E., stated that the District 
was in a very satisfactory state. The effective Elders of the District were passed, 
excepting Austin Coleman, who had been suspended on charges of immorality. On 
motion of* L. T. Rowley, his case was referred to a Court of Trial, to consist of 
fifteen members. 

L. T. Rowley closed the session with prayer. 



Thursday, September 3, 1868. 

8:30 A. M. — Conference met. Bishop Janes in the Chair. 0. C. Shelton led the 
religious services. 

The roll being called, the following members, absent yesterday, answered to their 
names, to-wit: — Brown, Clark, (0. B.,) Coats, Craig, Dixon, Hardy, Hestwood, 
Holmes, Hopkins, Kirkpatrick, (A. J.,) McDowell, Shaw, and Thomas, (S. H.) 

B. St. J. Fry spoke respecting the interests of the Book Concern. 

Papers respecting L. C. Woodford, were referred to the Stewards. 

The Court of Trial was announced. (See Committees.) F. W. Evans Avas 
appointed to represent the Church in the case of Austin Coleman, and C. A. Holmes 
to conduct the defence. The appeal of John Shafer, a local preacher, from the 
decision of the Quarterly Conference of Newton Circuit in his case, was referred to 
the Court of Trial. B. Mark and R. J. Kenyon were appointed to represent the 
Church in this case. 

Rev. J. Zimmerman, of the German Evangelical Zion Church, was introduced. 

The eleventh question was resumed. Oskaloosa District was called. L. B. Den- 
nis, P. E., represented it favorably, and the effective Elders of the District were 
passed. 

Albia District was called. John Burgess, P. E., made a statement of the District. 
The preachers had labored faithfully and successfully. The effective Elders of the 
District were passed, excepting A. Orr; and J. B. Hardy was made supernumerary, 
at his request, .A complaint against Abner Orr, was referred to a Committee of 
Inquiry, consisting of L. T. Rowley, C. W. Shaw and J. G. Thompson. 
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Newton District was called. J. T. Simmons, P. E., represented the District as 
in a prosperous state. The eflFective Elders of the District were passed. 

The second question was taken up. (See Disciplinary Questions.) 

G. W. Friend presented the report on the Freedmen’s Aid Cause. Pending its 
consideration, Dr, Rust addressed the Conference. The report was adopted. (See 
Report I.) 

The third question was taken up. The Class of the second year was called to 
the altar, and after appropriate religious services, they were examined before the 
Conference, and addressed by the Bishop. (For admissions, see Disciplinary Ques- 
tions.) 

T. E. Corkhill offered the following paper ; 

Whereas, There are in all our towns and cities, a large number of persons who, 
either from want of disposition or other causes, never attend any place of worship; 
and, whereas, it is the duty of the Church to go in search of the lost sheep of the 
House of Israel; Therefore, 

Resolved, That the Bishop be, and hereby is requested to appoint Rev. John 
Elrod, as Conference Missionary, with instructions to spend his time in our larger 
towns and cities as a street preacher. 

On motion, it was referred to a committee of five.

Friday, September 4th, 1868. 

8:30 A. M. — Conference met, Bishop Janes in the Chair. The religious services 
were led by Rev. G. W. Byrkit. The fourth question was called, and the deacons 
were represented and passed. (See Disciplinary Questions.) 

On motion of E. H. Waring, a committee of three was appointed to consider and 
report on applications for consent for the sale of Church property. (See Com- 
mittees.) 

The seventh question was taken up. (See Disciplinary Questions.) J. H. White, 
was superannuated, and M. Miller, T. M. Kirkpatrick, A. Laubach, and S. Brooks, 
made effective. E. W. Twining was made supernumerary. 

The eighth question was taken up. (See Disciplinary Questions.) Peter F. Holt- 
zinger, J. McDowell, and William Thatcher, were made effective. The death of 
Thomas D. Boyles was reported. (See Memoir.) 

A letter from M. Heisey, warden of the Iowa State Prison, was read, testifying 
to the value of the services of J. McDowell, as Chaplain, and asking his re-appoint- 
ment ; and brother McDowell made a statement of his labors there. , 

The following resolution was adopted : 

Resolved, That we have heard with much interest the statement of Rev. J. Me" 
Dowell, Chaplain of the Iowa State Prison, and rejoice in the success that has 
attended his work among the convicts, and that we request the Bishop to continue 
him in that work. H. W. THOMAS, 

E. H. WARING. 

C. C. Hoagland, agent of the American Bible Society, for Southern Iowa, was 
introduced, and addressed the Conference. Resolutions respecting bible collections 
were discussed, and referred to the committee on the Bible Cause. 

The Bishop was requested to appoint a member to preach on Romanism, at the 
next session of the Conference. ' 
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The special committee on the subject of ^ Conference Missionary, reported in 
favor of such appointment. 

J. H. Power offered the following substitute : 

Resolved, That we recommend the establishment of City Missionary Societies in 
all our towns and cities, where it is needed and practicable. 

The substitute was accepted and adopted. J. H. Power, then offered the follow- 
ing resolution : 

Resolved, That the Bishop be requested to appoint as a general 

Missionary for this Conference. 

E. H. Waring moved to amend, by adding the words : “And that the presiding 

elders and preachers be required to co-operate in carrying out this plan,” and the 
amendment was accepted by the mover. The time of the session having expired, 
the subject was laid over. 

Rev. Charles Heidel, pastor of the Burlington German M. E. Church, and Rev. 
J. T. Linthicum, of Central Illinois Conference, were introduced. 

Rev. B. Holland pronounced the benediction. 



Saturday, September 6, 1868. 

MORNING SESSION. 

8:30 A. M. — Conference met. Bishop Janes in the Chair. Rev. J. Gassner con- 
ducted the religious services. 

The Committee on the sale of Church property presented their report. No. I, 
which was adopted. (See Report II.) 

The Report of the Committee on the American and Foreign Christian Union, was 
read and adopted. (See Report III.) 

The subject of the Conference Minutes was referred to a Special Committee, to 
report on what shall be published in them, and the method of raising the means of 
publication. (See Committees.) 

D. P. Kidder, D. D., of Garrett Biblical Institute, George Loomis, D. D., Presi- 
dent of Alleghany College, and W. Salter, D. D., of the Congregational Church, 
were severally introduced. 

W. Dennett presented the report of the Committee on Sunday Schools. 

W. F. Cowles moved that the blank in the first resolution be filled by the appoint- 
ment by the Chair, of one member from each District, and the motion prevailed. 
The report was then adopted. (See Report IV.) 

C. A. Holmes presented the report. No. 1, of the Committee on Education. (See 
Report V.) 

L. T. Rowley moved to take up the unfinished business of yesterday. Carried. 

J. T. Simmons moved that the blank in the resolution of J. H. Power be filled 
with the name of T. E. Corkhill, and the motion prevailed. The resolution was 
then adopted, as follows : 

Resolved, That the Bishop be requested to appoint T. E. Corkhill as a general 
Missionary for the Conference, and that the Presiding Elders and Preachers be 
required to co-operate in carrying out this plan. 

B. St. J. Fry addressed the Conference respeeting the interests of the Book Con- 
cern; and T. E. Corkhill and B. Mark spoke respecting our Missionary interests. 

The Bishop called for recommendations of Local Preachers for ordination as Dea- 
cons and Elders. (See Disciplinary Questions.) 
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I. P. Teter presented the report on the State of the Country, which was adopted. 
(See Report VI.) 

The Court of Trial reported in the cases of Austin Coleman and John Shafer. 
(See Report VII.) 

On motion of W. F. Cowles, Austin Coleman’s charaljter was passed, and he was 
^ located at his request. 

The Auditing Committee reported, and the report was adopted. (See Report VIII. ) 

The Secretary’s bill of $13.40 was approved. A collection of $15.50 was taken 
up, and the balance of $2.10 ordered to be applied on the publication of the Minutes. 

The obituary of the late Rev. M. H. Hare was adopted. (See Disciplinary 
Questions). 

Muscatine was selected as the place of the next session. 

A session to be held after the close of the Missionary sermon, this afternoon, 
was agreed upon. 

H. W. Thomas presented the report on Periodicals, which was adopted. (See 
Report IX.) 

Dr. Crary spoke respecting the “Central Christian Advocate.” 

A draft for $27.00 was ordered on the Chartered Fund. 

S. Brooks pronounced the benediction. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

4:30 P. M. — At the close of the Missionary Sermon, the Conference met. Bishop 
Janes in the Chair, 

The Reports, Nos, 2 and 3, of the Committee on Education, were read and 
adopted. (See Report V.) 

Pending the consideration of the latter Report, Dr. Kidder spoke respecting the 
Garrett Biblical Institute. 

The Committee of Inquiry in the case of Abner Orr, reported “no cause of official 
action.” The report was adopted, and his character passed. 

B. Mark, Missionary Treasurer, filed sundry receipts, amounting to $5,760.46 ; 
G. W. Friend, Chairman of the Freedmen’s Aid Committee, filed a receipt for 
$20.40; S. Brooks, Treasurer of the Iowa Conference Sunday School Union, filed a 
receipt for $204.77, and L. S. Ashbaugh, Chairman of the Tract Committee, filed a 
receipt for $86,58, for monies paid over belonging to the several interests named. 

The Committee on the Sale of Church Property presented their Report, No. 2, 
which was adopted. (See Report II.) 

The Committee on Lay Representation reported, and the Report was adopted. 
(See Report X.) 

The following resolutions were adopted : 

Resolved, That the preachers be and they are hereby required to make all their 
reports on the first day of our next session, at 2 P. M. J. A. WILSON, 

A. S. PRATHER. 

Resolved, That the presiding elder and preacher in charge at Muscatine, be a 
committee to prepare a programme of the services of the next Conference, and to 
provide for the administration of the Lord’s Supper, at the opening of the next 
session.

L. S. Ashbaugh presented the report on the Tract Cause, which was adopted* 
(See Report XI. ) 

The report on the sanctity of the Sabbath was re-committed for revision and 
enlargement. 

The report on the state of the Church was read and adopted. (See Report XII.) 

It was agreed to meet on Monday morning, at 8 o’clock. 

The committee on Publication Fund reported, and it was laid on the table for 
the present. 

A committee of three, to devise means for the support of the Conference Mission- 
ary, was ordered, on motion of J. T. Simmons. (See Committees.) 

The memoir of Thomas D. Boyles, was approved. (See Disciplinary Questions.) 

J. T. Simmons filed the credentials of John Shafer, taken from him by action of 
the Newton Circuit Quarterly Conference. 

The benediction was pronounced by M. Miller. 



Monday, September 7th, 1868. 

8 A. M. — Conference met, and by appointment of the Bishop, was called to order 
by the secretary. T. E. Corkhill was appointed chairman, pro tern. Rev. Abner 
Orr led the religious services. 

C. A. Holmes presented the report of the committee appointed to report a plan 
for the support of the Conference Missionary. The blank in the second resolution 
was filled by inserting the name of E. H. Waring ; that in the third resolution, by 
inserting the names of W. F. Cowles, E .H. Waring and E. L. Briggs. The report 
was adopted. (See Report No. XIII.) 

W. F. Cowles presented the report of the special committee on the Conference 
Minutes. 

On motion of J. B. Hardy, so much as referred to the Detailed Missionary Re- 
port was stricken out. The remainder of the report was adopted. (See Report 
No. XIV.) 

The following resolutions were adopted : 

Whereas, there appears, to our great regret, a decrease in our missionary col- 
lections this year, and desiring to improve in this regard next year, thus wiping 
out this stigma from our records ; therefore. 

Resolved, That we establish a Roll of Honor, to be published in our Conference 
Minutes, upon which shall be placed the name of each charge, with its pastor, 
which shall raise the sum of one dollar or over, to each member within its bounds.

The Examining Committees, etc., for 1869, were announced. [See Committees 
for 1869.] 

The first question was called. [See Disciplinary Questions.] 

The Presiding Elders were authorized to employ Oliver Burgess and George W. 
Robinson. 

The Exhibits of the Book Concerns at New York and Cincinnati, and the Report 
of the Book Committees, were filed. 

The Stewards distributed their funds. 

The Committee on Temperance reported, and the report was adopted. [See- 
Report XVIII.] 

The Committee on the Bible Cause reported, and the report was ad.^ntcd. [See- 
Report No. XIX.] 

On motion, $50.00 from the Bible collection was appropriated for t!;e n?.' cf the 
Iowa State Prison. 

T. E. Corkhill, Secretary, presented the Annual Report of the Trustees of the- 
Iowa Wesleyan University, which was accepted and filed. [See Report, No. XX.] 

The following resolutions were adopted:

Axs. 1. Rev. THOMAS D. BOYLES, who was bom in Randolph County, West Virginia, August 
30th, 1817, and died in Unionville, Appanoose County, Iowa, December 16th, 1867. 

He was converted in Barbour County, West Virginia, in 1839, and joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church the same year. 

He was licensed a Local Preacher on Barbour Circuit, Western Virginia Conference, March 8th, 1848 ; 
traveled Kingwood Circuit, Western Virginia Conference, 1851, under the Presiding Elder; was 
ordained a Local Deacon at Morgantown, Virginia, June 30th, 1853, by Bishop Simpson, and the same 
year emigrated to Iowa ; in 1855, was admitted on trial in the Iowa Annual Conference at Keokuk, * 

Iowa. He graduated to bill membership in 1858, at Fairfield, Iowa, and was ordained Elder in 1860, at 
Oskaloosa, by Bishop Janes. 

His appointments have been as follows : 1855, Boone; 1856-7, Bloomfield Circuit; 1858, Unionville; 

1859-60, Sugar Creek ; 1861-2, Bellair ; 1863, Attica ; 1864-5, Drakeville ; 1866, Melrose, which was 
his last work. His health fiatled in June following his appointment at Melrose, and he was compelled to 
resign his work. He then moved to Unionville, Iowa, where, after an illness of six months, he died in 
great peace. 

As a preacher. Brother Boyles was eminently practical, seeking not his own, but his Father’s glory. 

As a son in the Gospel, he was obedient to the voice of the Church, and without a murmur went to his 
appointments. He was at the Conference session two years ago at Knoxville. Last year, when the 
Conference met at Ottumwa, he was not able to leave his room. He was granted by that session of the 
Conference a Supernumerary relation. 

It was the pri^^lege of the preacher stationed at Unionville, often to be with him in his protracted 
illness ; and, although his sufferings were great, he was never heard to utter one word of complaint, but 
would always say (when spoken to on the subject,) that he was willing to live or ready to die. As he 
neared the stream, he was not able to converse much with his friends. He said to his weeping wife, a 
few hours before he died, “don’t weep for me — all is well,” and without a struggle, passed away. 

Thus died a kind husband and father, a good citizen, a consistent Christian, and a faithful Minister. 

He leaves a wife and son, the latter aged 9 years ; also, two married daughters, to mourn his loss. 

The Church has lost a faithful servant ; but God has re-called his own. He was buried with Masonic 
honors.

2. Rev. MICHAEL HUSTON HARE was born December 23d, 1817, in Ross County, Ohio, and 
died on Monday, July 27th, A. D. 1868, in Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, aged 50 years, 7 months and 4 days. 

At the age of fifteen he was converted at Rapid Forge, in the State of Ohio, and the next year con- 
nected himself with the Methodist Episcopal Church at the same place. 

He was licensed to preach when 26 years of age, in 1843, at Petersburg, Ohio. At a Quarterly Con- 
ference of Highland Circuit, Ohio Conference, he was recommended as a suitable person to be received 
into the traveling connection, on July 19th, 1845. Upon that recommendation he was received on trial 
into the Iowa Conference, at Burlington, Friday, Sept. 5th, 1845, among a class of fourteen, of whom 
were Michael See, John Harris, Landon Taylor, and the late John Jay. On Tuesday, Sept. 2d, 1847, 
he was received into full connection at Mt. Pleasant, and was ordained Deacon by Bishop Waugh, the 
following Sunday. August 12th, 1849, he was ordained Elder, by Bishop Janes, at Ft. Madison. 

He was Secretarj’^ of the Conference held at Burlington, in 1852, and resen'e delegate to the Genera 
Conference of 1856, and a regular delegate to the General Conference of 1860. 

At the Conference held at Mt. Pleasant in September, 1865, in the temporarj’ absence of the Bishop, he 
was elected President of the Conference, by a very general vote. 

On the organization of the Thirty-sixth Regiment of Iowa Infantrj’, he was elected, and appointed 
Chaplain, which relation he sustained till the close of the war, being the only Chaplain from Iowa, that 
seiwed during the entire term for which the regiment was organiz^. He was mustered in , Nov. 17th. 

1862, and honorably discharged in August, 1865 ; arriving at his home in Keosauqua, Sept. 10th, of that 
year. Brother Hare was on the field the entire day of the terrible attack of the Rebels at Helena, 
Arkansas, July, 4th, 1863, ser\’ing as aid to his Colonel, where his coolness and bravery won him the 
respect of all, as well for his soldierly, as for his ministerial qualities. On the 25th day of April, 1864. 



he was captured at Mark’s Mills, Arkansas, and at seven o’clock that afternoon started southward, and 
without sleep, or a particle of rations, was marched fifty -two miles, after being robbed of pocket-book, 
watch, blanket, knife, horse, saddle and spurs, where rations, in the shape of com in the ear, was served 
out to the prisoners. Arriving at Camp Tyler, after a most wearisome march, he remained near four 
months a prisoner, when he was liberated on parole. He never recovered from the effects of the terrible 
exposure and hardships of that march of five hundred miles, and his subsequent imprisonment. Pulmo- 
nary consumption there began its deadly work, and ultimately brought him, in the midst of his usefulness, 
to the grave. 

During his Ministrj', he was appointed to, and filled the following Charges : 1845, Farmington ; 1846, 
White Breast Mission; 1847-8, New London; 1849, Keosauqua; 1850, Ft. Des Moines; 1851, Iowa City 
Mission ; 1852-5, Keokuk District ; 1856-7, Asbuiy Chapel, Mt. Pleasant ; 1858, University Charge, 
Mt. Pleasant; 1859, Albia District, which he filled for nearly three years. In 18^ he was appointed 
Chaplain, and remained in the service nearly three years. In 1865 he was sent to (>ld Zion Station, 
Burlington; 1866, Mt. Pleasant Station; 1867, Keokuk District, where, “He ceased at once, to work, 
and live.” Thus for a space of nearly twenty-three years he battled manfully for Christ and humanity, 
in Circuits, Districts, Stations, Missions, Camps and Prisons ; and always with a noble and cheerftil 
spirit. He died in great peace, and his body sleeps in the Cemetery at Mt. Pleasant, by the side of the 
remains of J. Q. Hammond, I. I. Stewart, William Simpson, and David Worthington — all noble and 
venerated leaders in the great army, who have fallen among us, and who are now wearing their crowns 
of glory. He leaves a widow and seven children to the care of Him, who is “a Father of the fatherless, 
and a judge of the widows in his holy habitation.” 

The members of the Iowa Conference have been made to feel, by his departure, that a great and good 
man has fallen in our Israel.

I. REPORT ON FREEDMEN’S AID CAUSE. 

The committee on the Freedmen’s Aid Cause would present, as their report, the 
action of the last General Conference on that subject, and request that it be placed 
in the Conference Minutes, with the following resolution, viz : 

Resolved, That we cheerfully adopt the recommendation of the General Confer- 
ence, in regard to the Freedmen’s Aid Society of the M. E. Church, and that we 
will present the claims of the Society to our people, and take a collection in its 
behalf, as early in the year as practicable. G. W. FRIEND, Chairman.

The action of the General Conference referred to, is as follows : 

REPORT ON FREEDMEN. 

Your Committee having considered the reports and paper from the Freedmen’s 
Aid Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, respectfully submit the following, 
namely : 

The Freedmen’s Aid Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church was organized 
by a convention of ministers and laymen, members of our church, to advance the 
cause of education in the South, and especially to promote the mental and moral 
improvement of the freedmen. Our preachers and members cordially supported 
the undenominational Freedmen’s Aid Commissions for years, but the time having 
come for a denominational movement, under Methodist control, they turned their 
support to this society. It has been sanctioned by nearly all of the annual con- 
ferences, and expressly approved by our Episcopal Board. It began its work in 
the South in November, 1866, and in eighteen months has received and expended 
above sixty thousand dollars. It employed fifty-two teachers during its first school 
year, and has increased the number to seventy-five, and about twelve thousand 
pupils have been enrolled in its schools. A wise policy has guided in the location 
of these schools, and the teachers have been selected with special reference to the 
moral as well as intellectual wants of the people among whom they labor. These 
teachers have heartily and effectively co-operated with our ministers in the Sab- 
bath schools and societies, and thereby contributed to the success of our church in 
the South. The society has gained the confidence of the Government, and is now 
sharing with other associations in the aid furnished through the Freedmen’s Bureau, 
to provide school houses, and transport teachers. 

The work accomplished by this Society aids in restoring social order, and pre- 
paring the way for a free school system in the South, and is essential to the 
highest success of our Church there, and it should be continued and liberally sup 
ported while the demand for it exists. When the Southern States are fully recon- 
structed, and a wise common school system is established, and a returning pros- 
perity shall enable the maintenance of free schools, the work of this Society may 
possibly be superseded. If so, its existence need only be temporary, and hence 
its permanent incorporation is not now required, but it should be properly recog- 
nized by the General Conference and receive its sanction and approval. 

In view of the facts which have come before your committee, we recommend the 
adoption of the following, namely : 

Whereas, The Freedmen’s Aid Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, or- 
ganized to advance the cause of education in the South, and having the approval 
of the annual Conferences and the Board of Bishops, has been received with favor 
by our members, and has been a faithful almoner of their contributions, and is 
promoting the highest interests of the communities where it has located schools 
and maintained teachers, and has gained the confidence of the officers of the 
Freedmen’s Bureau and of the loyal people, without distinction of color, and has 
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eflFectually supplemented the work of the Missionary and Church Extension Socie- 
ties, by meeting a pressing demand for which no other provision was made, and is 
contributing to the spread of religion, and especially to the signal progress of our 
Methodism in the South ; 

And, Whereas, Through the overthrow of slavery, God in his providence, has 
opened before our church, and extended an unparalelled field of usefulness in the 
South, to the cultivation of which we are impelled by the strongest convictions of 
duty, and by every humane, patriotic, and Christian sentiment, and a field where 
the school and church must be planted together, and the minister and teacher 
must labor side by side : therefore, 

Resolved, I. By the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, that 
we hereby recognize the Freedmen’s Aid Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
and sanction its organization, and approve of its objects, and earnestly commend 
it to the liberal support of our people everywhere, and to the co-operation of our 
ministers and members in the South. 

Resolved, 2. That we recommend our annual Conferences to place this Society on 
the list of annual collections, and urge our ministers to use their influence to 
secure to its treasury all the contributions of our people designed to promote the 
specific work in which it is engaged. THOMAS BOWMAN, Chairman.

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IV. REPORT ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

The committee to which was referred the subject of Sunday Schools, submit the 
following report : 

We look upon the Sunday School as one of the principal arms of strength to the 
Church. From its ranks the militant hosts of our God are annually receiving the 
largest accesssions of its most valuable cross-bearers and Christian workers. In 
our own branch of the Church, the increase has been truly gratifying. There have 
been organized during the year 1,416 new schools, and there are 102,739 more 
scholars attending Sunday Schools than there were one year ago. 

It behooves us to carefully consider what the Iowa Conference has done to accom- 
plish these results. To the most casual observer, it is evident that hereafter the 
Sunday School is to occupy an increasingly important position in the Church. To 
its ranks we are to look for our educators «ind tsatesmen, as well as our ministers 
and missionaries. We therefore recommend the following resolutions for your 
adoption : 

1. That G. W. Byrkit, J. B. Hill, S. II. Thomas, J. H. Hopkins, M. Carrier, J. 
Craig and G. W. Friend, be appointed a committee to provide for the holding of a 
Conference Sunday School Convention, at as early a day as possible, prepare a 
programme, and provide speakers, &c. 

2. That we recommend to each District the holding of at least two Sabbath 
School Associations during the year, at which the interests of the Sunday Schools 
shall be carefully considered, and childrens’ meetings held. 

3. That we believe it to be the imperative duty of each pastor to attend Sunday 
School whenever possible, and to see to it that the disciplinary regulations provid- 
ing for the organization of missionary societies in our Sunday Schools, and the in- 
troduction of our catechisms be carefully carried into effect.
